Striking Rough Sledding 


It is to he regretted that Representative Koenig's 


measure to legalize the proposed business form of mu- 
nicipal government in Indiana has apparently struck a bit 
of rough going in the legislature as indicated" by a divided 
report from the house committee, with the majority favor- 
ing indefinite postponement -which would sidetrack the 
measure for two years at least. Traditions are often ex- 
tremely difficult to get away from, and one of them ap-

have built up great and successful business enterprises, 
with this single difference: The effort at profit eliminated 
and the increment ordinarily acquired in this form left in 
the pockets of the tax-payers, who are in point of fact the 
stockholders in the great municipal corporations like Fort 
Wayne and other Indiana cities. It has received the un- 
qualified endorsement of Indiana commercial bodies and 
of a vast following of men whose investigations have con- 
vinced them that it offers substantial advantages over the 
old party-ridden system that measures men by their po- 
litical beliefs instead of personal qualifications or capacity 
for municipal position. .Moreover, the proposed law is not 
mandatory, but optional. The question of its adooption is 
finally left to the judgment of the individual city, and it 
most certainly should be made possible for any city to 
adopt this governmental reform measure if it cares to do 
BO.

•D them.

should not go by parcel post, and an 
effort should be made to include them 
in the service. 
Another defect in the 


law is the failure to provide for collect- 
ing parcel mail. The department under- 
takes to dolivor it, but the sender must 
get it into the mail by the primitive 
process of carrying it to the postofflce 
himself. Just what would happen if he 
should drop a parcel properly stamped 
into the nearest package mail box is 
not disclosed, but at least the carrier 
would uot be obliged to carry it farther. 
In time, no doubt, all the faults of the 
law will be corrected, but the sooner 
and the more insistently attention is 
called to them, the sooner the remedy 
will be applied.

trust." Plans to 


light tho "firebugs" and bring them to 
justice were discussed during the day 
by First 
Assistant 
State's Attorney 


Frank Johnston and Robert J. Fox, at- 
torney for the board of underwriters of 
New York city. 


Through a comparison of notes of the 


results of the arson inquiry now under 
wav in both cities the two men proved 
conclusively that the two cities arc 
headquarters for tha work of the "flre- 
buga" in all parts of the country and 
that tho urson leaders divide their big 
activities between the two placed. 


Where Gangs Work. 


Mr. Johnston also has started co-op- 


erative work with the Fort Wayne and 
Mouth Bend authorities. The two Indi- 
ana towns have been visited frequently 
by the Chicago arson bonds, and men 
active in the Chicago fires are implicat- 
ed in incendiary work in the smaller 
places. The New York authorities also 
have learned that Boston and Paterson, 
N". J., are other places where the New 
York and Chicago gangs work. 


"From now on we will work with the 


biithoritios of New York and other cities 
in a relentless 
war 
upon the arson 


gangs," Mr. Johnston said. "We know 
that there are a number of the leaders 
of the gangs who divide their time bs- 
twcenxhere and New York and pull off 
lires in both places as well as sur- 
rounding towns. 


"Mr. Fox, who left the city last night, 


took hack with him evidenca implicat- 
ing Benjamin Fink, now under arrest in 
South Bend, in one of the big arson fires 
in New York. According to a man who 
confessed here to us Fink bragged about 
being the fellow who touched off the 
New York fire. It was a $45,000 blaze 
which destroyed the Gcttenstein Shirt 
Manufacturing company's plant at 12 
White street. 
Fink is v implicated in 


several Chicago incendiary fires, accord- 
ing to a confession in our hands." 


To Find Carelessness. 


Mr. Johnston 
is inclined to believe 


that the Chicago situation will develop 
alon^ exactly the same lines that obtain 
in New York when the investigation 
here is carried as far as it has been in 
that city.

This slavn market occupies the back 


room of a dingy alleged restaurant in 
Clinton street.

market, eo the 
investigator

shown as much activity as a stock ex- 
change on a busy day.

The bidders have 
examined them previously and know the 
ones they want. 
The average annual 


earnings of a white slave in New York- 
city are $2.200, but in the west they 
earn as much as $5.000 a year, he said. " 


Nation Must Act to Kill Evil. 


"The first remedy for traffic in women 


is to cut off the source of supply," paid 
Mr. T.ondon yesterday. 
"About !)5 per 


cent of the women in this life are either 
abducted and forced into it or are lured 
into it by false promises. 
Traffic in 


women can be driven from the nation 
for all time, but it m,ust be done by the 
nation. 
Municipalities are helpless. 


"Commercialized vice is carried on here 


in New York to n greater extent than 
in any other city in the world. Here the 
trafficker in women and his procurers 
work openly. 
They care not if their 


identity u known. The reason for this 
is that they are all protected or connect- 
ed with the police or ward politicians. 


"Even here they have auctions—public 


auctions with men gathered around the 
auctioneer bargaining for the hest wom- 
en and the houses where their earning 
capacity will be greatest." 


Get Victims Among Shoppers. 


"Traffickers send women into the con- 


fretted shopping centers." continued Mr. 
London, "where they meet girls who are 
unaccompanied. They invite the girl to 
dine, then she is accidentally introduced 
to one of the white slave agents, nnd he 
is usually a well dressed and seemingly 
educated man, wins the girl with prom- 
ises and kidnaps her." 


Mr. London sny« that the. "vice trust" 


has agents working in the sweatshops. 
Hero they became acquainted with the 
hesfi looking girls and, because of the 
hard time the workers hnve, the remain- 
der in pimple. 


"One can get nn idea of the extent, of

Lesson Teit, Genesis B:!)-22; 7:11-24. 


Golden Text, 
Romans 
6:23: 
The 


wages of sin is death; but the free 
gift of God is eternal life in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 
Events have two important factors.— 


date and purpose. One deals with.time, 
and the other with conditions. 
This 


applies with peculiar force to tht pres- 
ent lesson. 
Wh«n the deluge ocourred 


is conjecture; why it occurred is a very 
different matter. About three hundred 
and flfty years ago there lived in Ireland 
a great man known ai Archbishop t)s- 
shcr. He d*vined a system of chronol- 
ogy by which date* were assigned to the 
marked evonts of Scripture. It was an 
ingenious effort, and accepted by the 
scholars of his time. One finds it. todaj- 
printed on the margins of th« Bible, but, 
it must not be regarded as part of the 
word. 
According to Archbisop Usaher, 


the deluge took place 2,348 years bofore 
our area. 
This ia no longer regarded 


as accurate. 
The actual time 
is un- 


known. 
Events do not depend for sig- 


nificance entirely apon the time when 
they occurred. 
Ethical Value of Deluge Independent of 


Time of Occurrence. 


We accept the .deluge as a faot and 


then leave it. 
Time and place do not 


necessarily belong to the purpose of his- 
tory. 
Toll me. said Herod. U'here the 


Mes»inh should lie honi and at, what 
time the stnr apponml. But Jesus madft 
no such appeal. \Vhen John doubted he 
could think of nothing stronger than 
this: 
"Oo and tell John the things 


which ye hear nnd flee." He based ths 


evidence of hie Messiaship upon the 'facts 
of his life. 


This lesson is best understood from 


its ethical sido. 
\VJint are the teach- 


ings involved, and whjf did it occur? 
Like everything else, the deluge has 
a history long previous to itself. 
It 


was a rain, the first sprinkling of which 
fell just outside of Eden. It will be re- 
membered that Adam had two sons, Cain 
nnd Abel. Th» latter wa» slain, but an- 
other son, 8eth, took his place. These 
were the two streams that formed the 
headwaters of the deluge. 
They held 


their own courses, each, distinct from 
the other. The descendants of Cain and 
Seth were as widely separated as were 
their ancestors. The former built cities 
and the later altars. 
They were dis- 


tinguished as the sons of men and the 
sons of God. Rut in the process of time 
those two streams came closer together. 
The sons of God became enamored of 
tht daughters of men, and "took them 
wives of all that they chose." The re- 
sult was that earth became corrupt and 
was filled with violence. 
Noah the One Exception to Corruption 


That Filled the Earth. 


There was one «xception, however— 


the patriarch Noah. This man walked 
with God nnd was pnrfect in his gen- 
eration 
His family consisted of three 


sons—She.m, Ham atd Jephcth—all of 
whom, -vith their wives, God determined 
to preserve aa a remnant of the race. 
God bus never left himself without n 
witness. There is an oasis in every des- 
ert, and no community is ever so hnd 
that som« Noah does not rise up to re- 
deem it. 
The Almighty cannot be in- 


different as to the moral condition of 


mankind. He noted the sins of the race 
and also the righteousness of this one, 
solitary servant. That God would have 
saved the iae« by other means is but 
a natural inference. 
His spirit 
was 


striving with m«n, and the patriarch by 
! word and life urged them to repent. 
I 
For over a hundred years he toiled at, 


his work and preached the impending 
doom of the world. But all without ef- 
fect. 
The. rec-ple only mocked and sank 


deeper in their sins. Tha£ Noah should 
have persevered, in the face of scorn and 
unbelief, shows his confidence in God. 
It places him among the faith heroes of 
history. "By faith," says the author of 
Hebrews, "Noah, being warned of Ood 
concerning things not seen as yet, moved 
with godly fear, prepared an nrk to 
the loving of his house." 
God's word 


;o him was' sufficient. 
During all this 


time he saw no sign of the* threatannd 
flood. 'Jho sky wan clear and all nature 
smiled upon the earth, but God is not 


mocked. The ran> wns sowing to 
the

gods grind nlmvly. but thev grind.

days of Noah, so ahall it be with the 
men of this generation.
